today cut sharply Into (he 1946 fiscal year Junds for a group of war- 
born agencies in a bill It described aj "Die beginning of the end" of 
»uch agencies. 


With one exception, the committee trimmed budget estimates for 


rvery agency which already hod been reduced by President Truman, 
as it sent the $769,76-1,850 measure to the floor for House notion poet 
week. The exception was a S325.000 allotment for operation of state 
marine schools, which the committee left untouched. 


"This bill," the committee told the House, "marks the beginning of 


'the end 'of those agencies estab- 
lished during the war to develop 
and maintain the war production 
machine, to furnish the necessary 
civilian assistance to the armed 
forces, and to adjust the civilian

In 
the center are two dirt mounds 
flattened on top with neatly in- 
laid white crosses of snow-white 
pebbles. 


The mounds are banked with 


wreaths, one sent by the Rus- 
sians who have an anti-aircraft 
battery bivouaccd under the trees 
of a couple of hundred yards down 
the road. Attached to it is a red 
cloth streamer bearing the words: 


"The Germans first came to Ll- 


dlce on • Tueiday and surrounded 
the town," the laid. "They were 
searching for two Czech soldiers 
who had made their way to Eng- 
land after the fall of France. 
Fourteen people were asleep in 
one loldier'i home, and three in 
the other. All were taken away.

London. June 1 Wl—Col. A. B. 


McGregor 
GofT of the United 


Stales War Crimes Commission 
declared today that, the United 
States was determined to exact a 
full mice from'overy war criminal 
-"white or yellow." 
The covcrnment spokesman's re- 


marks promisinc punishment .for 
Japanese criminals -as weir as 
Germans and Axis satellites were 
made before the United Nations 
War Crimes Commission and dis- 
closed in a summary of his -ad- 
dress, released through the Brit- 
ish Ministry of Information.. 


He told other delegates of the 


16 nations attending the confer- 
ence that one reason the United 
States had not yet submitted its 
1st of war criminals.was the dif- 
ficulty of collecting evidence from 
returned prisoners of war, now 
scattered throughout the country. 


Nearly 3,000 now are listed as 


war criminals, virtually all of 
them Germans. A highly • re- 
sponsible informant said the'list 
lad been kept secret before 'vic- 
tory in the fear that Germany 
would engage in wholesale slaiigh- 
er of Allied prisoners. It.. ap- 
>eared likely that the identity of 
hundreds of those on the -war 
Timinals list would be made 
known soon. All face a maximum 
sentence of death if convicted, it 
was learned.

Hundreds of small manufacturers, making 


thousands of essential civilian products, are 
eligible for loans from the Smaller War 
Plants Corporation, a department set up by 
Congress to aid small manufacturing plants. 


Regional loan agents may make loans for 


war on "essential civilian production" up to 
550,000 without awaiting Washington ap- 
proval and may make loans up to $100,000 
where banks participate for 20 per cent 
Products on the relative essentiality list in- 
clude thousands of items, from wearing ap- 
parel and baby carriages to mop wringers. 
The value of all items in the proposed list 
would represent well over half of the value 
of all manufactured goods in 
1939. 


The agency is empowered to make loans 


. to enable, small business concerns to finance 


the acquisition of equipment, facilities, ma- 
chinery, supplies, or materials or to supply 
mich concerns with capital to be used in the 


. manufacture of articles, equipment, supplies 


or materials for war or essential civilian 
purposes. 


This seems a very wise way In assisting 


business management handle the reconver- 
sion of Industry, rather than to do it by 
direct government control. It is really in- 
dustry's job, anyway. A shrewd statement 
along this line is made by Chairman J. A. 
Krtig of the production board, when he says: 


"The danger confronting us is, as I see 


ft, that we will overlook the natural resilience 
of the (economy, the capacity of manufac- 
turers, wholesalers and retailers to adapt 
themselves to changed conditions and hence 
quickly to utilize the resources released from 
munitions production. If we were to attempt 
to Washington to see that every manufac- 
turer, wholesaler or retailer got his exact 
share of relaxed manpower and materials, 
we would be lost in a myriad of rules and 
regulations. We would get in the way of re- 
conversion, rather than .speed it." 


All In all, government and business have 


got along surprisingly well in these difficult 
war times by a mutual spirit of give and 
take, flavored with a reasonable amount of 
patriotism.

New Paltz Plans 
Summer Schedules 
And Visiting Faculty 


The summer session of Newj 


Paltz State Teachers' College will 
open Monday, July 2. There will 
be two programs, the regular six 
weeks session and an eight weeks 
session. The six weeks session is 
intended primarily for teachers 
who wish to complete the require- 
ments for their bachelor's decree. 
Due lo war conditions, the accel- 
erated program which was in- 
augurated in 1943 will he con- 
tinued.

A. E. Brooks, associate professor 
of English at Vassar College, and 
Miss Ruth Wilier, Department of 
History at Vassar College. 


In addition lo courses regularly 


offered to fourth year students, a 
number of interesting and timely 
electivcs are lo be given. Litcra 
ture of the war, and contemporary 
drama 
will be given 
by Dr. 


Bnwks. 


A course In labor problems will 


be offered in the six weeks ses- 
sion and government nnd business 
in the eight-week session. 


Science for the air-age wll 


again be offered. This course will 
follow the Syllabus for a Col- 
legiate Course in Aviation for Ele- 
mentary Teachers as prepared by 
the Civil Aeronautics Administra- 
tion and consists of units in the 
history of aviation, structure ol 
airplanes, meteorology, theory ol 
flight, nir navigation and the so 
cial significance of aviation.

Outstanding Spot in History

freighter

was in home waters, churnct

After her first kill

Ordered to Surface 


One morning when the sub- 


marine found herself amid a licet 


Japanese fishing 
schooners, 


Street ordered her to the surf^c. 


"\Ve had trouble getting along- 


side one large schooner," he wrote. 
This was overcome by lamming a 
five-inch shell through the craft's 
riggini;.

marine floated the plane. Beach 
turned his rifle on it ami gained 
Ihe distinction of being perhaps 
the first man to sink a plane from 
a submarine deck.
